This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions- which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1. In order for all inventions to be examined, the appropriate additional examination fees must be paid. 
There are 4 Inventions present relating to 4 different inventive concepts: 

I. detecting stomach impedance for posture determinations, II. stimulating to increase PPY or decrease ghrelin, III. 
stimulating to increase GLP-1, and IV. detecting eating vie stomach impedance 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the different methods operate in different 
ways to treat different maladies. 
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
